Phe Game Easily Won on a Soft Field and 
Before a Multitude, 


Mannatran Fro, New Tonk, Dec, 1.—At 
12:30 p. m. there began a siow fall of rain 
on the yrounds. Drops came straight down 
asa plumet and had a sharp indication that 
sleet might easily follow. 

Haif an hour before the game the gates at 
Manhattan Field were thrown open and early 
comers were admitted. Soon after the open- 
ing of the gates a Princeton yellow. black 
decked tally-ho coach rolied in. Soon after 
came the others, but they were covered with 
the blue of Yale. Then a little later fol- 
lowed two more Yale blue coaches and still 
another Princeton tower on wheels. They ali 
lined up at the rear of the special private boxes 
on the north side ‘ofthe field.

ORDERED TO PROTECT MINISTER DENBY 


Admiral Carpenter Told to Send Fifty Ma- 
rines to Pekin at Once, 

Wasurinctros, D. C., Dec. 1.—[Special. ]— 
„ Send fifty marines to Pekin for the protec- 
tion of the American Legation. . See that they 
do not take sides and preserve a strict neu- 
trality.“ That is the substance of the dis- 
patch sent to Admiral Carpenter in China as 
a result of the critical condition of affairs in 
Pekin as telegraphed to Taz Tarsunsz last 
night. 

Secretary Gresham this morning vigorously 
denied the story and said he had received no 
advices either by cable or by mail from Min- 
ister Denby indicating that the legation was 
threatened. Subsequently, however, a high 
official of the State Department admitted that 
ten days ago word wes received from the 
American Minister that in the event of con- 
tinued Japanese success the population of the 
Chinese capital would almost certainly be- 
come riotous and that force might have to be 
employed to protect the legation. 

‘Instructions were sent at that time by the 
Navy Department to Admiral Carpenter at 
Shanghai, directing him to make a draft of 
marines from the Baltimore, Concord, ana 
Charleston, and send them to the Monocacy 
in the river at Tien Tsin. Today that dispatch 
came back undelivered, showing that Admiral 
Carpenter had left the immediate vicinity of 
Shanghai and that he had therefore not re- 
ceived the instructions to strengthen the force 
of marines at Tien Tsin. The Monocacy, 
which was pushed up to that port because of 
its light draft, has a force of only eighteen 
marines, which would be manifesly too small 
to afford much protection to the legation at 
Pekin.

PAY DIRT IS FOUND IN OLD MINES. 


Newly Discovered Diggings of Old Romans 
Yield Good Results. 

A short time ago an old deserted gold mine 
was discovered in the central part of Portu- 
gal. It was thought at first the mine was en- 
hausted, but the experts of a Berlin fitm who 
bad bought the property found after careful 
examination this was not the case, The mine 
was worked in the first and second century 
after Christ by the Romans then occupying 
Lusitanta, the present Portugal, and was de- 
serted by them for some unknown reason be- 
fore being exhausted. The mine contains 
rich quartzes which can compare in quality 
with those of the Transvaal, but can be mined 
at much less cost, . The first assay by theGer. | 
on experts, supported by those of the Roya! | 
ining Academy’ in Berlin, showed a eurpris- 
ingly favorable result. According to their re- 
porta ton of quartz contains from twelve 
to forty-eight grams, with an average of 
twenty grams. Further experiments on a 
larger basis have proved the quartzes of this 
mine and the ancient ore rubbish can be 
mined easily and cheaply by means of amal- 
gamation, netting an average gain of 87 per 
cent of the above-mention analysis, It 
sounds almost incredible that in many parts 
of Portugal there are immense mounds of or-

All the Extreme in Shanghai. 


In this largest foreign city of the far East 
the metropol ib of Oriental trade, one has all 
the contrast of,two races, all the extremes of 
the sixteenth and the nineteenth centuries, 
all the differences of civilization 
and the want of civilization in a 
perpetual! object lesson before one. The for- 
eign settlement with its massive buildings, 
its beautifully kept streets and drives, elec- 
tric lighted thoroughfares and gardens, is a 
model. modern European city, with only the 
coolies and petticoated Chinese on the streets 
to’ suggest its real geographical position. 
Continuing with the beautiful park-like bund 
or water fronting street of this fore: —— 
rom 
the orderly streets of the French quarter of 
Shanghai one passes through a grimy gate- 
way in a dilapidated gray brick wali to the 
native—the old City of Shanghai—stepping 
at.once from Europe to Cathay, from the 
nineteeath back to the sixteenth century, 
when this wali was erected asa defense 
against the Japanese, who held the whole coust 
country in tetror with their sudden and de- 
stroying ¢xpeditions. Street cleaning and 
public works ceased at that same time and 
the old City of Shanghai is a typical Chinese 
city, as fair an example of Chinese life 
filth—and they are synonymous—us one can 
encounter. There is no express hostility to 
foreigners manifested yet within the 
native Walls, and it is quite 
safe for ‘foreigners to pick their way 
through the stony labyrinths of streets, and 
look in at the open alcoves: of shops at all 
that these people make and sell and use in 
their daily life. One gets unpleasantly jostled: 
by the busy crowds and the carriers of all 
sorts of burdens slung -from their shoulders 
by bamboo poles, and the inhuman screeches 
and yells of these porters, warning and asking 
room to pass in the wix-feet-wide streets, near- 
ly deafen one. To stop at any shop brings a 
crowd of open-mouthed people, and they are 
quite friendly but merely curious, and un- 
speakabiy dirty and odorous people come ul- 
together to near one for any comfort. 


They Werk in Opén Shops. 


One can view the whole industrial and do- 
mestic panorama as he walks along, and there 
is no mystery te-apy of the common voca- 
tions. The silversmith, coppersmith, and tin: 
smith pursue their work at one’s elbows; 
carpenters. ivory carvers, fanmakers,, and 


| painters work in their shop fronts; thé rest. 


aurateur makes no secret of his methods, and 
one may see all that goes on in silk and jade 
and curio shops as well. Our guide, whose 
eager; agitated manner and stentorian voice 
were as much a curiosity as anything within 
the city, showed the usual drift of foreign 
interest in things Chinese, by bawling in my 
ear: “You wanchee see prisons, opium den, 
heh! Disclaimmg any desire for the hor, 
rors the acknowledged slums, he howled 
in other ear: Tou wanchee see golde 
fis’ garden, mandarin garden, heh? And 
to the goldfish garden we went, first crossing 


tan open ditch, or sewer, on a dilapidated foot- 


bridge of stone slabs and in througha crooked 
court to most hopeless back-yard, a neg- 
lected Chinese back-yard at that, that one can 
imagine. We had to look sharp and tread on 
occasional bricks and broken tiles to escape 
sinking in an unspeakable mud,and then 
found the 88 fantastic goldfish lib mg 
in earthenware bowls ds large as a waghtub, 
in water so dark and dirty, eo thick with Blime 
and vegetation. that we could not see ir 
peculiar heads and tails until the proprietor 
brought them to tne surface with a dip-net. - 
How the little things live in such water isa 
mystery, but rash foreigners who buy the 
goggie-eyed mites with their spreading, tan- 
tastic tails, and put them in clean water, 
changed daily, find that these truly Chinese 
fish die on the third day out of dirty water. 
Each of these bright orange yellow or yellow 
and black and yeliow and silver, two and four 
inch beauties has a pair of eyes as large and 
round as a currant protrt ing from either 
side, and in one variety almost from the top 
of their heads. The rollmg, the wabbling of 
these protruding eyeballs as the fish swim 
about gives them the most grotesque, uncan- 
ny look. 
Little Luxury to Be Seen. 


The florists’ garden where the chrysanthe- 
mum show is soon to be has nothing to show 
now but the expectant blossoms, but the gur- 
den belonging to a merchants’ guild or ciub 
is a more peaceful retreat after the noise and 
smells of the crowded streets, Luxury in 


‘China presents little of what we consider 


comfort, and the bare and lofty rooms, stone- 
floored, with formal blackwood armchairs 
arranged in pairs, one on either side of high 
tea-tabies, do not offer much ease ?to 
the rich merchant in his leisure hours. 
Miniature lakes fillei with the same 
foul and muddy water of the street 
drains’ bold slow. movi carp and 
turtles, but fantastic — louéime to gro- 
tesque littlesummer houses with eccentric 
windows and lattices, walls with round and 
hexagonal doors leading to further courts, 
and infinite vagaries in artificial rockwork 
of the ideal conventional Chinese landscape 
order, do really command one’s admiration. 
There is a great pleasure in exploring the

TRACK LAYING UNDER DIFFICULTIES.

Opening of the Usambara Rallread in 


German East Africa, 

The first of the railroad lines planned by 
the German government in East Africa was 
opened to traffic Oct. 16. This section, the 
Usambara line, runs from Tauga to Korogwe, 
a distance of fifty miles, and marks not only 
a great progress towards the connection with 
the Usampbara hills, which offer great advant- 
tages for colonization, but also with the Kili- 
mandjara. It has taken two years and a half to 
complete this section. The company was or- 
ganized -Aug. 7, 1891, and Nov. 22 of the 
same year received the decree of the gov- 
ernment to build and operate. railroads 
in German Bast Africa. Simultaneously 
with the organization of the company 
the three engineers; Mittelstedt, Hermes, and 
Friedrich sailed for East Africa, and Nov. 1 
the survey was begum. Work was delayed by 
a rebellion of the Wadigos and a change of 
the engineers. In spite of this the real ool. 
struction began in the fall of 1802, at the be- 
ginning of the dry season. The government 
concession fixed the railroad gauge at ong 
meter. To makea direct freight connection 
with the large ocean steamers in Tauga possi- 
ble a railroad ferry was planned which takes 
the curs directly to the vessels. The building 
term was fixed by the government for the end 
of 1895. In the first building report to the 
„government two years ago the company ex- 
pressed the hope to operaie the line with the 
end of 1894. As may be seen by the above 
notice this h has been realized three 
months earlier than expected.

Des Moines Wil Be the Place for the An- 
naal Convention. 

Ia., Nov. 28.— [Special Cor ro- 
spondence. ] — The fourteenth annual meeting 
of the Iowa State Traveling Men's Associa- 
tion, one of the oldest and bést organized of 
such igstitutions, will be held in this city Dec.

In the latter case, the 
amount paid, if the death be-purely accident-

ciation is ih the neighborho of 10,000. 
covering the whole country in its area. for it 
is not limited to the State in which it has its 
home, and it is estimated that from 800 to 
1.000 of these members will be in the city. 
They will be in control of the social and other 
departments of the life of Des Moines, where 
tney are always given a welcome of the royal 
kind. The Iowa State Traveling Men’s Asso- 
ciation was organised Nov. 27, 1880, by a 
dozen or so traveling men coming together 
for an evening’s entertainment. For ten 
years it was a purely social organization and 
practically confined to State lines, almost to 
city liues. But during the last four years it 
has been @xtending its scope and its territory 
until the members are scattered from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. The meeting this 
year will be held at the Y. M. C. A. Builiing, 
where there is ample provision for committee 
and othet minor meetings. President 
W. F. Mitchell will preside. The othér 
officers are E. C. Evans, Vice-President, and 
F. E. Haley, Sécretary and Treasurer. Pres- 
ident Mitchell’s address ie the first thing oa 
the program, followed by 1 report ot the 
Secretary and Treasurer f year and the 
report of dhe medical adviser. The Iowa as- 
sociation is very Conservative, although it is 
managed almost wholly by young men. For 
instance, last year the constitution and by- 
la was were sovamhended that no amendment to 
these instruments can be cdnsid@red at any 
annual meeting unless the same were 
sent ito the Secretary at least 
thirty days prior to the annual meeting and 
a notices mailed to every member regarding 
such proposed changes.

It Is Alleged to Se pressing Fear of 
Adverse Legislation with the Object of 
Depressing Prices Little Likelihood 
That Any Change Will Be Decreed ia 
the Tariff Blli—Big Deficit in Revenue 
Receipis for November=Nicaragua Ca- 
nal Bill Favored. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 1.—[Special. ]— 
The operations of the sugar trust in New 
York are receiving a vast deal of attention at 
the hands of the Representatives and Senators 
already here. The opinion is general that the 
trust is kicking up a hullabaloo and express- 
ing fear of adverse legislation thig winter for 
the express purpose of depressing prices. 
The fact appears to have been lost sight of 
that the sugar bill now before the Senate, as 
fully reported from the Finance committee, 
does not provide for free sugar at 
all, but simply eliminates ‘the one-eighth 
of one per cont differential on refined sugar. 
This would leave the duty on both raw and 
refined sugar at 40 per cent ad valorem, but 
this, as was shown during the debate in the 
Senate, is in itself a distinct protection for the 
refined sugar. At the present rates raw sugar 
is worth about $3 per hundred, on which the 
duty would be $1.20. Refined sugar is worth 
$3.50 per hundred, 6n which the duty would 
be $1.40, making a protection to the refiner 
ot 20 cents per hundred pounds, whereas the 
present rate gives a protection exactly the 
same, plus 12 cents, making it only 32 


cents per hundred pounds.

crats as a whole will not vote for any bounty 
provision. There is a general impression that 
Messrs. Brice, Gorman, and Smith did hold a 
mock conference in New York for the ex- 
press purpose of iving rise to ru- 
mors which would depress sugar stock 
quotations and thus allow some persons, 
not necessarily themselves, to benefit accord- 
ingly. Not a Senator or Representative now 
on the ground can be brought to admit. that 
there 1s the slightest possibility of interfering 
with the sugar trust, and even if it were done 
it would leave that organization with a pro- 
tective duty of 3244 cents per 100 pounds, 
which is amply. sufficient to guard them 
against any possible competition from for- 
eign refiners, it being more than half of the 
difference iu thle wholesale price between raw 
and refined sugar, which today is only about 
50 cents per 100 pounds.

STATISTICS OF FOREIGN PARENTAGE, 


Figures from the Ceasus Thit Are of an 
Interesting Nature. 

Wasninatoyr, D. C., Dec. 1.—Statistics of 
foreign parentage covering the period of 
1870.90 are given in detail in a census 
bulletin today. The whole number of persons 
of foreign parentage in the United States in 
1890 was 20,676,046, or 33 per cent of the 
total populntion of 62,622,250. The whole 
number of white persons of foreign parentage 
was 20,519,643, while the colored persons of 
foreign parentage numbered 156.403, The 
foreign white in 1890 numbered 9,121,867, 
of which 105,899, or over 1 per cent, were of 
native parentage—that is, had both parents 
native born. The whole number of foreign 
white persons of foreign parentage in 1890 
was 9.015.968, leaving 11,503,675 native 
white persons of foreign parentage. In com- 
parison with these figures the whole number 
of persons of foreign parentage in 1870 was 
10,892,015, or over 28 per cent of the total 
population, and 14,022,744, or almost 80 
per cent in 1880. 

The figures further show that the persons of

49.06 per cent, in Illinois; 
417,221, or 


54.72 per cent. in Michigan; 
20.40 per cent, in Indiana; 1,248,009. or 
78.69 per cent, in Wisconsin; 981,783, 
or 75.42 per cent, in Minnesota; 933.

At the present day 100 words a 
minute can be transmitted between Chicago 
and San Francisco, and for shorter distances, 
possibly 500 miles, perfect ** Morse can be 
sent at the rate of 350 words per minute. At 
this last epeed it comes so fast that the local 
instrumenis used in the offices will not re- 
spond to the symbols, but they are reproduced 
by the vibrations of a small armature at- 
tached to the main line instrument. 

This highest rate of speed is attained by 
what is cailed the Wheatstone system. It 
takes its name from the inventor, an Euglish-

ENGLISH SY NDIOATE’S INVESTMENT. 


Nor 77, 000 Acres in Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, and Virginia te Be Sold, 

Louisville Courier-Journal, Nov. 15: Judge 
Barr entered an important. decree of sale yes- 
terday in the suit ot the Central Trust com- 
pany, Néw York, against the American Asso- 
ciation, limited, which is the association that 
was incorporated in England by English capi- 
talists for purchasing and improving real es- 
tate in America as an investment, and which, 
directly and by allied corporations, undertook 
to build Middlesborough and develop the re- 
gion around Cumberland Gap. The essential 
details of the case are brought out in the ſol - 
lowing synopsis of the decree: 

After hearing the argument of counsel the. 
court held that the material allegations of the 
complainant were true; that the association 
secured £300,000, a little less than $1,500,- 
000, on 5 per cent first mortgage debentures; 
that about Oct. 30, 1891. ‘the association, as 
it had a right to do under the law, — 
to the complainant about 20,600 acres of 
land in ll County, Ky., about 55,877 
acres in Ciaiborne and Campbell Counties, 
oe and about 1,203 acres in Lee County,

At 
times it seemed impossible to meet the demands 
of the poor in anything like an adequate manner. 
By granting about 225 applications for trans- 
portations we have certainly saved the county a 
great deal of money and, besides, given to nearly 
every one of those applicants far more effective 
relief from misery than we could have furnished 
by any other me 


Court- House Problem. 


The Court-House demanded an extraordinary 
amount of attention on our part. ot only were 
we troubled by the problem how tomake a buiid- 
ing intended ten courts yieid room for twenty- 
one Judges, but the general condition of the 
building caused great alarm. To remedy these 
defects and make changes in the arrangement of 
rooms, which * enabled us to provide all but 
three Judges with permanent court-rooms, we 
have brea BF $13,526 and have now pieced the 
building in better repair than it has n fora 
long time. I take the liberty to consider the re- 
jection at the polis of all Court-House schemes 
as one of the most important and commendable 
achievements of our administration. I believe. 
with the majority 4 the voters who expressed an 
opinion on that the time to build a 
new Court- House ook County has not come 
and that it is within the — of County 
Board to make the Court- answer all re- 
quirements of the —— and of the 
county service for a considerable time to come. 
The completion of the new Criminal Court Build- 
ing er F gg more time than we 
antici A The principal reason 
for th delay Po to to he fo und in the very satisfac- 
tory condition in which we found the building 
and the contracts, which interfered with almost 
every contract which we awarded. The contracts 
let by our predecessors — 1893 aggregated 
$109,224, of which*faliy one-half was — 
when we assumed charge. The contracts which 
we have let for the Criminal Court, aside from 
those for furniture, aggregate $116,241; and we 
leave bat a nominal amount. to be adjusted, in- 
cluding some balances on 1688 contracts which 
rasis every attempt at adjustment on our part. 
There will be no extra claims on account of any 
contracts we have made. Outside of contract 
work we paid $1,021 for work and material fur- 
nished under the immediate supervision of our 
Superintendent of Public Service as required 
from time to time. For furniture and carpets we 
expended 150 besides the amount of $6,689 
represented by contracts.

To prove its ‘fireproof character it may be 
said that there is absolutely no combustibie 
material used either in the construction or the 
equipment of the building. The window 
frames are of frou, the doors of metal, the 

\ staircases of steel and slate, and every bit of 
furniture, even to the chairs, is of metal. The 
plastering %s done on metal laths, the 
baseboards are of cement or marble, the 
floors are mosaic, and the roof is 
of tile. The society has suffered so in the 
past from firé that it is not hard to account 
for the extreme precaution taken to avert a 
repetition of such disaster. The great piece 
of the trunk of the massacre tree will not be 
admitted to the building because it is wood. 
It will stand inclosed by the circular iron 
fence which for years guarded the tree on a 
grass plat just outside the northwest corner 
of the building.

The total cost of this new home for the 
society has been $160,000. Of this 
$60,000 was provided for by a bequest 
of H. D. ‘Gilpin. of Philadelphia, who 
was a prominent fawyer and the Attorney- 
General undbr President Martin Van Buren.

CLEVELAND’S TARIFF MESSAGE OF 1887 
A BIT OF HISTORY. 

Those cuckoo papers which change tneir 
tariff politics twice a year in obedience to the

For some time prior to that message being 
sent to Congress there had beena general 
complaint throughout the United States that 
there was too large a revenue and that the 
war debt was being paid off too rapidly; and 
that owing to the excessive revenue there was 
a large surplus accumulating in the Treasury ; 
and that the withdrawal of so much money 
from circulation tended to produce a strin- 
gency in the money market. These were the 
chief complaints of the business-men, and 
they were echoed generally by the editors and 
the politicians. 

It was admitted that the only practical way 
to reduce the revenue was to reduce taxation. 
There was no general opposition to doing that 
on the part of Republican leaders or papers. 
Tun Tumor had advocated that policy for 
some time without being censured therefor by 
anybody. There was no question of party 
fealty involved in it. It was merely a finan- 


cial, economic question as to what taxes | 


should be cut down so as to lighten the gen- 
eral burden of taxation.

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THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 
The annual report of the Secretary of War 


for the year 1894 has made its appearance, 
and though no war clouds obscure the na- 
tional horizon except a speck in the direction 
of Chiua its statements will be observed with 
interest. The operations of the army have 
been confined to the execution of orders of 
the United States courts, to the protection of 
the transportation of the mails, to the remov- 


al at restraints upon commerce, and to the 


guarding of property pending ‘he recent rail- 
road strike inaugurated oy Debs. And this 
work was done, says the Secretary, in a 


„manner which attested to the courage, In- 


telligence; and loyaity of those called into 
active duty, and the thorough efficiency of 
every branch of the seryice’’—a tribute 
which even Debs, Howard, and Sovereign 
will indorse. The total of enlisted men in 
the army is now 25,772, led by 2,186 offi- 
cers. The Secretary recommends the estab- 
lishment of the battalion formation, which 
would add 4,000 enlisted men, increase the 
efficiency.20 per cent, the numbers about 
16 per cent, and the cost of maintenance 
ouly 6 per cent. This change would add two 
companies to each of the twenty-five infantry 
regiments and two foot batteries to 
each of the five artillery regiments, 
there being no increase in the cavalry. 
The necessity of the change is urged because 
‘should our army ever be brought into col- 
lision with disciplined foreign troops, our 
present formation would prove so defective 
as to turn the scale against us in a conflict 
on terms otherwise equal.” A measure of 
economy is aleo urged by consolidating the 
quartermaster’s, subsistence, and pay de- 
partments into a bureau of supply. 

The policy of concentrating troops and 
abandoning unnecessary posts has been car- 
ried out during the year. Small garrisons 
remote from railroads have been consolidated 
with garrisons at more important centers, 
and this without lessening protection. Under 
this policy the number of posts has been re- 
duced to eighty, 208,000 acres of military 
reservations have been abandoned, and ten of 
the twenty-five regiments have been con- 


centrated at single posts. The character of | 


recruits has been gradually elevated by recent 
legislation. None but citizens of the United 
States, and those able to read and write En- 
glish, are admitted, so that of 27,531 appli- 
cants only 7,817 were accepted. Discipline 
and health have improved. | 

Seven regiments have been supplied with 
the new 30-caliber magazine rifle, and it is 
expected that the infantry will be completely 
equipped with this weapon by May next. In 
field and siege guas provision has been made 
in all for one hundred and ninety 3.2-inch 
field guns, twenty 65-inch siege guns, sixteen 


8.6-inch field mortars, twenty 7-inch siege 


howitzers, and it is proposed in time to manu- 
facture a supply of modern field and siege 
guns and mortars adequate for the army and 
for issue to the militia of the Siates and to 
military schools and colleges. By the end of 
the year there will have been completed and 
awaiting carriages twenty-nine 8-inch guna, 
thirty-five 10-inch guns, thirteen 12-inch 
guns, and fifty-one 12-inch mortars for coast 
defense. Three dynamite guns have been 
placed at Sandy Hook and three have been 
ordered for San Francisco. 

There are at West Point 322 cadets, 49 less 
than the number allowed by law. To help 
bring the number up to standard it is recom- 
mended that the President be authorized to 
appoint annually ten cadets-at-large. There 
are 18,070 pupils in the 85 schools and col- 
leges under military instruction by army offi- 
cers, which is nearly double the number in 
1891. Thearmy officers assigned to State 
headquarters report steady improvement in 
the training and efficiency of the militia. 
Thirty-three States have held campsof in- 
struction. The strength of the militia shows 
an increase of 5,000 since last year. 
total organized. force includes 117,533 offi- 
cers and men. 
rollment of 5,922 and the cavalry arm 5,069. 

In the matter of monuments contracts have 
been let and sites chosen for statues of Logan, 
Sheridan, and Sherman at the National Capi- 
tal, but no provision has been made for oue 
of Gen. Grant—a fact which the Secretary 
impresses upon the attention of Congress.

The last day of his term, just as he was 
leavingan office which the people of this 
county had decided by 50,000 majority he 
‘should fill no longer, ex-Judge Scales ap- 
pointed Christian Meier, ‘Democratic-Social- 
ist-Populist, an Election Commissioner in the 


place of a Democrat whose term had expired.

If 
the farmers of Minnesota have a realizing 
sense of their mercies they will rightly appre- 
ciate the action of the Sage of Nininger, 
while the world of politics in that State. will 
also have a much-needed rest. Mr. Donnelly 
marks his retreat from politics with tears all 
along the trail. He says pathetically: 

I feel I have too much to do, and that the work 
no uld go into more youthfal and energetic 
hands. I have done my part. I desire for 
the rest of my lite to devote myself to liter- 
ary work and to writing for the columns 
of the Representative. God seems to have 
decreed that I skould never possess any high 
position. from which I could carry out my ideas 
for the good of the human family. Even the 
privilege of working for reform in the narrow 
field of the Legislature of the State is denied me. 
With a brain busy with schemes for the welfare 
of men and a heart full of benevolent impulses 1 
am left as utterly powerless as if 1 had been 
transferred bodily to the remotest wilds of 
Alaska. Corporate power has built a wall of fire 
around me through which I cannet pass. But at 
least, through thecotumns of the Representative, I 
can reach out and influence the minds of men in 
this State, as through my books I have been able 
to rouse millions all over the world from their 
torpor. And so when I pass the dark gates I shall 
not, I trust, go with hands altogether empty.

which appears all through his little jeremiad. 

The situation, however, is not without its 
compensations. The people will have a rest 
from the antics and the crankeri®s of the Min- 
nesota sage. He, too, will hayea rest from 
political ingratitude and party persecutions. 
He now can devote the remainder of his life, 
in the qulet which solitude brings, to the in- 
vention of some newer and fresher Atlantises, 
and to further revelations of Baconianisms in 
Shakspeare, for if one play contains such an 
astonishing cipher all of them may have 
ciphers. At least the mathematical ingenuity 
which he has applied in one case and the pe- 
culiar methods of its application should en- 
able him to astonish the world with yaras of 
all sorts from all the plays.

LIGHTWING BLASTED HIOKORY THAT 
STANDS BY Maus GRAVE 


Authorities of Oak Ani Cemetery, Near 
Washingtos, Respect the Flame 
Kain Wish Never to Destroy the 
Tree That Stands in the Blaine Let 
Great Commoner Wanted It for His 
Only Monament—Mr. Cercoran’s Lib- 

ral and Noble Part. 

There has been much comment, printed 
and otherwise, concerning the unmarked 
graves of noted dead in Washington. The 
bowlder-marked grave of L’Enfant, the eu- 


| gineer of the city, and the simple vase that 


stands in the Smithsonian grounds as a lonely 
memorial to Downing, the designer of the 
mall, are in evidence, and it was many years 
before even Washington’s monument was 
erected as a mark of respect to the Nation's 
first President. ‘There is another noted grave 
unmarked by any monument save that of 


nature, an old forest tree, «nd yet a grave 


that is the Mecca of more pligrims than any 
other in this part of the countrz save that of 
the first President at Mount Vernon. It is 
the grave of James G. Biane in Oak Hill 
Cemetery. 

To the casual observer there is nothing 
about the spot that marks it ds the burial 
piace of one of the most prominent figures in 
American history siuce the Civil War. To 
the future antiquarian searching out the his- 
tory of the nation’s illustrious dead there will 
be nothing but inference on which to base a 
theory of James G. Blaine’s burial pidce. 
There is not even a raised mound of earth 
over this or the other two adjoining graves. 
The graves of Walker Biaine and of his sister, 
Mrs. Alice Stanwood Coppinger, are marked 
by plain monuments, the first a round-topped 
slab of marble without a line of ornamenta- 
tion except the inscriphion. This reads: 
„ Walker Blaine, born Augusta, Me., May 18. 
1855. Died Washingion, Jan. 15, 1890.” 
The grave of Mrs. Coppinger is marked by a 
Ceitic cross about four feet high, inscribed as 
follows: Alice Stanwood, daughter of 
James G. Blaine and wife of Col. J. J. Cop- 

inger. U.8. A. Born Augusta. Me., March 


860. Died Washington. Feb, 2, 1890. 


Erected by her sorro@ing husband.“ 


J. * * 

Over the grave of J. G. Blaine there is nei- 
ther monument nor inscription save a smal) 
*footstone with the initials J. G. B.“ At the 
head ot the grave stands a blasted hickor 
tree which is, in accordance with the dead 
statesmnan’s wish. his only monument. The 
tree was a magnificent hickory, one of many 
of its kind that divide the honors of the hill- 
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Profession. 


| ROMAN GLADIATORIAL GAMES, 


Interest Taken in the Cembats of Long 
Age in the Eternal City. 

Lecky's History of pean . Morais ’’: 
The gladiatorial games, w long eclipsed, 
both in interest and in influence, every other 
term of public amusement at Rane, were 
originally religious ceremonies cel ted at 
the tombs of the great and intended as hu- 
man sacrifices to appease the manes ot the 
dead. They were afterwards defended asa 
means of sustaining the military spirit by the 
constant spectacle of courageous death. 

Scheols of giadiators, often the private 
property of rich citizens, existed in every 
leading city of Italy, and, besides slaves and 
criminals, they were thronged with freenien, 
who voluntary hired themselves for a term of 
years. In the eyes of multitudes, the large 
sums that were paid to the victor, the patron- 
age of robles and often of Emperors, and 
still more the delirium of popular enthusi- 
asm that centered upon successful giad- 
iator, 2 ail the dangers of the 

complete reck.essness of life 
was soon engendeted both in the spectators 
and the combatants. The lanistm, or pur- 
veyors of gladiators, became an important 
profession. Wander bands of giadiators 
traversed Italy, hiring themselves for the pro- 
vincial amphitheaters. The influence of the 
games gradualiy pervaded the whole texture 
of Roman life. They became the comnion- 
place of conversation.. Ihe children imitated 
them in their play. 

One of the first cox sequences of this taste 
was to render the people absolutely unfit for 
those tranquil and refined amusements which 
usually accompany civilization. Te men, 
who were accustomea to-.witness the fierce 
vicissitudes of deadly combat, any spectacle 
that did not elicit the strongest excitement 
was insipid. The only amusements that at all 
rivalled the spectacles of the amphitheater 
and the circus were, those which appealed 
strongly to the sensual passions. . . , 

We now look back with indignation upon 
this indifference; but yet, although it may be 
hard to realize, it is probably true that there 
is scarcely a human being who might not b 
custom be so indurated as to share it. Had 
the most benevolent person lived ina country 
in which the excellence of these games was 
deemed axiomatic, had he been taken to them 
in his very childhoed, and accustomed to as- 
gociate them with his earliest dreams of 
romance, and had he n been left simply to 
the play of the emotions, the first paroxysm 
of horror would have soon subsided; the 
ébrinkmg repugnance that followed would 
have grown weaker abd weaker, the feeling ot 
interest would have been aroused, and the 
time would probably come in which it would 
reign alone. But even this absoiute indiffer- 
ence to the sight of human suffering does not 
represent the full evil resulting from 
the gladiatorial games. That some men

side with the magnificent oaks that give the 
cemetery its name. The absence of a monu- 
ment is not a sign of neglect, but was his own 
request. Upon the death of his favor- 
ite son, alker the then Sec- 
retary of State selected a lot in Oak 
Hill Cemetery, one down the bill from 
the little rea sandstone chapel and over. 
looking the waters of Rock Creek. Here 
Waiker Blaine was buried, and when not long 
afterward Mr. Biaine’s daughter, Mrs. Cop- 
pinger, died he bought the adjoining lot, 
where she was interred. On this, lot there 
stood an old hickary tree. Some years be- 
fore it had been struck by lightning and had 
died at the top, but was trimmed and revived 
and now bids fair to reach as green an old age 
ad any other tree in the cemetery. Mr. Blaine 
requested when he bought the second lot that 
this tree should never be destroyed and that 
on his death he should be buried beneath it. 
When after weeks of illness the end came 
his wish was carried out and the tree now 
oe lieu of a monuiment to mark his rest- 
1 ce, 

Yet this almost unmarked grave is more 
sought out than that of any other in the cem- 
etery, and visitors every day hurry past the 
many handsome montments, even that mark 
ing the grave of the sweet ginger, John How- 
ard Payne, to stand a moment beneath the 
old hickory tree that marks the last resting 
place of the Piumed Knight.“ 

‘~Everybody wants to see Blaine’s grave,“ 
said Supt. J. T. Motter. I point it out and 
tell them about it till I get tired and worn 
out. Itis more visited than any grave in the 
cemetery. I don't think the body will ever 
be moved. I am sure it was not his wish that 
it should, for when he selected that lot he 
pointed out the old tree and asked me to see 
that it was never destroyed, as he wanted it 
for his only monument. 

On the other side of Blaine’s grave there is 
the grave of another noted Washingtonian, 
Peter Parker, traveler, philanthropist, and 


Blaine, 


‘author, who for many years occupied the old 
“mansion at the southwest corner of Lafayette 


square, where the Bureau of American Repub- 
lics is now established. 

James G. Blaineis not the only Cabinet 
officer who is buried at Oak Hill. n the ter- 
race not far above his grave is that of Edwin 
M. Stanton, the great War Secretary, while 
Secretary of War Jean H. Eaton and Secre. 
tary of the Navy W. H. Hunt are also buried 
in the grounds, Maj.-Gen. J. L. Reno, Adjt.- 
Gen. Lorenzo as, Gen. Nathan Towson, 
who gave the nahe to Towsontown, near Bal- 
timore ; Surgeon-General Joseph K. Barnes 
and Rear Admirals John Rogers, E. H. Scott, 
and Fabius Stanger are only a few of the 
noted names from the records of the army 
and navy that may be read on the various; 
monuments. 


At Mr. Coftoran’s Expense. 


W. W. Corcoran, the founder of the cem- 
etery, is also buried within its walls, and there 
are a number of noted dead who were brought 
from obscure buriel places and given sepul- 
ture in the rer under Mr. Corcorsh’s 
direction, and at own expense. Chief of 
these is, of course, John Howard Payne. 
Bishop Pinkney was buried here at Mr. Cor- 
coran’s request. and over him now stands a 
handsome marble statue, life-size, and clad in 
his Bishop's robe. The body of Lorenzo Dow, 
the eccentric oid evangelist of early Washing- 


ton history, was brought to Oak Hul for 


burial after resting for many years at Hol- 
mead ground.

Celebrated Quietly and Appropriately in 
New York the Other Day — Peacéfal 
Autumn of a Stermy Life Begun in 
Revolution and Carried Vorward 
Through Two Wars—A Brave German’s 
Career tn Our Civil Wark Victim of 
Jealousy=His Qualities as 801d or. 


Some of the revolutions which occurred on 


the other side of the Atlantic threw upon this 
country several picturesque characters. One 
of these is still living within the sound of the 
tumult of New York. The other day he cele- 
brated his 7Oth birthday. Though he was 
not a great warrior like Grant and Sheridan, 
or Lee and Jackson, Franz Sigel was a con- 
spicuous figure in the War of the Rebellion. 
He had been a soldier and a child of the 
revolution long béfore he took part in the 
struggie in this country. And it is worthy of 
note that he was more noted for his masterly 


- retreats than for any brilliant advances, al- 
though there are some of the latter to his 


credit, 

Sigel was living in St. Louis when the war 
began. He had married the daughter ofa 
school-teacher, Rudolf Dalton, and had be- 
come an assistant teacher in his school. He

had gone to St, Louis from New York, having 
reached the latter city in 1852 from London, 
where he had lived as a refugee. When he 
went to St. Louis he engaged asa teacher of 
mathematics and history in a Germarn-school. 

Cari Schurz, Joseph Pulitzer, and several 
others of that school were residents of St. 
Louis at that time. They formed a sort of 
literary and bohemian coterie, Schurz was a 
political refugee from his couutry and was an 
editor. Joseph Pulitzer was waking his first 
lessons in journalism. St. Louis was the most 
northernly of Southern cities, and its popula- 
tion was to 4 great extent intensely pro- 
slavery, and at the beginning of the war it was 
the point at Which centered most of the rebel 
regiments that were enrolied from different 
sections of the State. It was there that the 
first rebel encampment of the . State of any 
note was made, and it was named in honor of 
Claiborne F. Jackson, the Governor who had 
sent Mr, Lincoln the message, in reply to the 
latter’s calt upon him for troops, that Mis- 
souri wouid not furnisha man for the purpose 
of waging an unholy war on the Sou 

Schurz Sigel were intensely loyal. 
Sigel had written for 
vocacy of the Union, and as the German 
population was considerable, and loyal, in

John C. Fremont was placed in command 
of the department, and Frank Blair was his 
strong rightarm.

It was in the face of this situation that Sigel 
organized a regiment of infantry and two 
batteries of artillery, and offered his services 
to Fremont. One Sunday morning St. Louis 
got its first taste of war. The arsenal there 
was captured, and the Confederate Camp 
Jackson was broken up. In both of these 
Sigel was conspicuous. , 

Physically Sigel was insignificant. The fact 
that he was a foreigner, a refugee at that, and 


_that all of his soldiers were German, some of 


thein raw and ungainly, caused considerable 
merriment.« When his men were asked for 
whom and what they were fightimg their reply 
was, We fight mit Sigel, and this expreés- 
sion was ons of the very first humors of the 
great war and traveled with rapidity from one 
end of the country to the other. It was ap- 
plied to the foreign soldiery wherever they 
were, whether under Sigel’s or 


not. 
Price had fis own way in the State up to 
that time. He had kept the road to Dixie 
open, and over it regiment after regiment 
passed, It became necessary to stop 
in 1861 Sigei was sent to Rolla, Mo., and he 
made sucha demonstration at that point that 
Price was forced to withdiaw into Ackansas. 
Sigel then turned his attention to Claib. Jack- 
son, who had the flower of the Confederates 
of Missouri at Carthage in great num bers. 
He turned upon Sigel. Who found it necessary 
to fail back on Springtieid. This retreat was 
regarded by military men as the salvation of 
the Union forces. 


This was followed by the fight at Wilson’s | 


Creek, in which Gen. Nathaniel Lyon, a 
brave and dashing officer, was in command of 
the Federals. His death was a blow to his 
army and it became panic-stricken. In the 
midst of the confusion Sigel Was intrusted 
with the task of saving it, and he made an- 
other masterly retreat on Rolja. This second 
salvation of the Federal forces by retreat cre- 
ated a great deal of comment and Sigel was 
in consequence of his partin the work pro- 
moted to Brigadier-General. In the autumn 
Sigei commanded the rear guard of the re- 
treat from Springfield. He was credited with 
the victory of tne battle of Péa Ridge and 
soon after was promoted to Major-General. 
Victim of Jealousy. 

It is generally conceded that jealousy caused 
his removal from the department. He was 
carieatured and the fact that a man had 
ought mit Sigel” got to be a reproach. 
fe was ordered East and placed in command 
of Harper’s Ferry. Soon after he was with 
the first corps in the Army of Virginia, under 
Pope, and took partin the battie of Cedar 
Creek and Ball Run. Here he obtained an 
advantage over Stonewall Jackson, and this 
of itself was sufficient to make him promi- 


nent. ‘ 

In 1863, when Lee made his invasion of 
Pennsylvania, Sigel was placed in command 
of the reserve army of that State. Later he 
was transferred to the command of the army 
in West Virginia. In 1864 he was _ rebieved 
and sent home to Harpers Ferry. In 1865 


be resigned from the army and went to Balti- 


more, where he began the publication of a 
newspaper cailed the Wrecker. ; 

He drifted to New York, where he became 
active in politics. He was a forceful writer 
and a ready talker. He was nominated b 
the Republican party of that Commonweal 
for Secretary of State. In 1871 he was ap- 

inted a Collector of Internal Revenue in 
Now York and afterwards elected Register of 
New York City. 

About that tame some of his old associates 
began to leave the Republican party, and in 
1876 Sigel espoused the candidacy of Samuel 
J. Tilden. He wrote for the press in his be- 
half and also lectured. He hae been associ- 
ated ever since until the recent landslide with 
the Democratic party, although he never 
affiliated with the Tammany wing of the 
party. He has never had any recognition 
from the Cleveland administration. 

A few weeks ago he voted for Morton and 

Strong. 
He has not been active in politics for some 
ears. He has a home in Mott Haven, near 
jew York, where he has lived for some time 
very quietly. It was here that he celebrated 
his seventieth anniversary the other day. It 
is understood that he is now engaged and has 
been for some time on a history of the war as 
he saw it. a af

Franz Sigel was born in Baden, November, 
1824, — graduated from tke School of 
Carleruhe in 1843. He made a vigorous at- 
tack with his pen on the standing army of his 
own country and quarreled with his brother 
officers. In 1847 he killed a man in a‘ duel, 
In 1848 he was in the Baden revolution, was 
beaten, and escaped across the French bor- 
der. In 1840 he was recalied to Baden, and 
at one time was in charge of the Army of the 
Neckar. He was defeated and saved himself 
again by retreat into Switzerland, He was 
arrested and turned over to the French . 
lice. In 1852 he went to London and sailed 
from there a year later for the United States. 

His was a restiess spirit, and he has been a 
man of varied experience. He is better known 
today in the annals of the War of the Rebelil- 
ion than many men whodid more than he. 
He im his ity on whatever he 
undertook. and at ove time in Missouri he 
was the most cordially hated Union soldier, 
by the Southern element, in the State, The 
Southern women rticularly despised him, 
He had no —— of any middle ground 
in a conflict. He was radical and, at times, 
ungovernable. He is one of the few promt 
nent survivors of the great civil war.

The silence of Tim Feeny may become an 
international topié. It covers thirty years, 
Where was he ali that time? 

As all may not have read thisstrange story a 
résumé of the preceding chapters in TA Sun- 
bay Tann is given. Tim Feeny went to 
the war from Mendota, III., as a private in 
the Fifty-second Illinois Infantry. He was a 
good soldier, and some of his comrades still 
living testify to his faithfulness. 

For shooting a negro while Tim was march- 
ing with Sherman to the sea he was court- 
martialed, found guilty, and sent to New 
York, from which place he was sent in icons 
to Dry Tortugas.

Writing of a book on the Jesuits by the fa- 
mous Jesuit preacher, M. de Ravignac, Ca- 
vour says: 

I find set forth in it, more powerfully than any- 
where else, the immense resources which the 
company of Jesus has at its disposal in religious 
conflicts. These resources, says Father Ravig- 
nac. are placed at the sole service of religion. 
That may be true, if one only considers the ulti- 
mate aim, the final cause of the efforts of the or- 
der. But it is beyond doubt—our country is a 
sad example of it—that in order to arrive at 
spiritual and religious ascendency the Jesuits 
seek in the first place temporal and political as- 
cendency. Ido not doubt the goodfaith of the 
eminent preacher. But when he speaks of the 
disinterestedness of his order, of its love 
of progress, civilization, science, even lib- 
erty, I ‘have only to look around 
me to recognize the hollowness of his words. 1 
wish I couid take you for a moment into one of 
the colleges managed by the Jesuits in this coun- 
try, give you a glimpse into theit methods, and 
the results cf them. This simple inspection 
would certainly suffice to destroy in your mind 
the magical effect of the some time Solicitor-Gen- 
eral’s pleadings. Ravignac had n a lawyer 
before taking holy orders.) They are less mis- 
chievous in France and Switzerland than with 
us.

Haddon Chambers’ New Piay Seems to Fit 
the Actress as Well as Did Mer Por- 
trayal of Paula Tanqueray~ What the 
London Newspapers Say of Her In- 
terpretation of the Character-—Sketch 
of the Play and Ite Emotional Charac- 

teristicexBills at Chicage Theaters. 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell in London has 
rather rudely surprised a large class of Brit- 
ish playgoers who have been anxious to as- 
sume that her eminence in the fleld of society 
drama ended with her splendid portrayal of 
Paula Tanqueray in A. W. Pinero’s play by 
again achieving a distinct triumph in John- 
a- Dreams, Haddon Chambers’ new drama, 
which is now being presented at the London 
Haymarket. Her success is all the more 
creditable inasmuch as it has been accom- 
plished in spite of the adverse criticisms with 
which the play itself has been received, The 


general tenor of the comment affecting Mrs. 
Campbell’s individual work is that her 
pure method and all-arresting magnetism has 
made the heroine an interesting and strong 


her power to rise from moments of tender. 
ness and melting pathos to the heights of 
vehemence and passion. A portrait sketch of 
Mrs. Campbell as she appears in John- a- 
Dreams 10 reproduced in today’s Trisunz. 


As the play will doubtiess have a prominent 
place in Mr, Beerbohm Tree’s repertory when 
he comes to Chicago in the spring a descrip- 
tion of it may be found interesting by lo- 
cal playgoers. A. B. Walkeley, a conservative 
writer on topics of the stage, writing in the 
London Black and White, says the play can- 
not be wholly convincing, since in its general 
plan it is incongruous, the episode from 
which it is derived being apart from the orig- 
inal scheme of its author. In Captain 
Swift’? the author creuteda romantic melio- 
drama of distinction, but in his latest work 
the mixture of the two elements is much less 
certain and convincing.

In smirching her character 
the author flatters a present public taste 
which seems to prefer heroines “‘ whose white 
garments are alittle dusty at the hem,“ to 
quote from The Second Mrs. Tanqueray, 
but whose smirched robes have undergone a 
subsequent moral laundering process, rather 
than.those whose souls have remained spot- 
jess and unstained, It is to be noticed also 
that this heroine never knew remorse until 
the question of marriage and its consequent 
advantages arose, 
two lovers are Harold Wynn and Sir 
Hubert Garlinge, who, in their youth, have 
been friends and brothers and at a later day 
in their college life have interchanged vows 
of eternal constancy which endure until a 
woman comes between them and converts the 
lave—on the one side, at least—into hate. Not 
wholly a desirable object of worship is Kate 
Cloud, who, after a youth of infamy, has be- 
come penitent, and is now working out her 
redemption as a public singer.

‘The writer of these statements might have 
added a sixth “ assumption, with the remark

| either of the five named by bim. The. sixth 


was advanced in a book published in this 
city nearly three years ago by Prof. Elias 
Colbert. It is that the Star of Bethlehem 
was the fixed star of the first magnitude in 


the zodiacal constellation Virgo, which is 


called Spica, or the Virgin’s Spike, repre- 
senting the bunch of grain stalks in the hand 
of the Gieaner. The following abstract of 
the theory may be of interest: 


The Messianic prophecy may have been first 
uttered in Egypt or at Babylon for anything 
we know to the contrary, but we cannot trace 
it thither. Its earliest known formulation was 
in far off Bactria; a country situated west of 
the Hindoo Koosh and south of the River 
Oxus, which probably was a resting place for 
the tide of Aryan migration before it swept 
into Persia and India. About 2,500 years ago 
a school or college of astronomical (all ti > 
astronomy of those days was astrological) 
students rather than priests flourished there, 
at a place called Bactra or Zariaspé, the mod- 
ern Balkh. Its principal men had much in- 
fluence at court, one of them being the brother 
of the monarch. This man was called 
Gjamasp, and is said to have been 
taken into high favor by Cyrus after the 


latter had invaded the country and subjugated 


it, which was a few years previous to the capt- 
ure of Babylon, 538 B. C. This Gjamasp 
was afterwards called Al Hakim, the Wise. 
He wrote of a beautiful maiden who was to 
arise in the sign (constellation) Virgo, hold- 
ing in-her hand two ears of grain and in her 


armsachild. (The Hebrew word Bethlehem 
means the house or place of grain, the latter 


word being the true equivalent of corn“ as 
used inthe K James transiation of the 
Bible.) Accord to Al Hakim the maiden 
was to be calied Adrenodefa (the pure or im- 
maculate virgin) j she was to bring up her 
child in Abrie (f Hebrew Land), and to call his 
name Eisi (Jesus). It is not difficult to 
understand how this prediction could be 
heard and appropriated by the Jewish cap- 
tives in Babylon. and soon afterwards used in 
the Book of Isuiah.

When the case for the prosecution was 
ended Mr. Philbrick rose to ad- 
dress the court on behalf of the 
prisoner, and made some startling state- 
ments, which put a different com piexion upon 
the story.

There are difficulties in the way of computing 
just when thestar reached the line, but the 
most precise calzulation ssible shows that 
it was not earlier than 4 B. C. and not later 
than the year which the commonly accepted 
chronology gives as that of the nativity, while 
there are good historical reasons for thinking 
the birth of Christ must have occurred four 
years before. Hence, as nearly as can be 
ascertained, the leading brilliant in the con- 
steliation Virgo rose precisely in the East at 
midnight of the first Christmas eve at Beth- 
lehem. 


In the days when micrometers and transit 
telescopes were unknown the changes in posi- 
tions of stars near the times of rising and 
setting gave much more precise results than 
were attainable when they were in other posi- 
tions. It ie well known that the orientation 
of temples and of some of their interior 

es was made with reference to points 
on the horigon, and there is the best of reason 
to believe that the ancient observers attached 
great importance to these in an astronomical 
as well as the religious sense. So that observa- 
tion of the southward drifting of Spica was 
strictly in line with the other work of the 
early observers, and doubtless the suc- 
cessors of the man who made the pre- 
diction watched from one year to another the 
movement, and with interest ever increasing 
as the star approached nearer and nearer to 
the true Eastern point at its rising. Here 
was ground for a legitimate prediction in 
strict accordance with the statemehts made by 
the writer of “the gospel according to St. 
Matthew,“ sand if the account given by him be 
historically accurate, except as to the moving of 
the star till it stood over the place where the 
young child was, the explanation here given 
must be conceded to be the only rational one 


unless by those who bold it rational to believe 


the star was a miraculous apparition, in 
which case it is idle to look for its periodical 
return.

From 1820 the United States Government 
supplies us with immigration statistics; but 
down to 1 Sweden and Norway are 
grouped together, so that it is impossible to 
determine how many came from each 
country. Wrom 1836 we are helped out by 
Norway, where the government in that year 
began to collect and preserve statistics of 
emigration. These early tables are, 
of course, more or less imperfect, 
and we are justified in assuming that the 
actual number of emigrants was larger than 
the one given. Iu the American statistics the 
number of passengers and immigrants from 
‘Sweden Norway from 1820 to 1835 in- 

_ ‘elusive is given as follows: 1820, 3; 1821, 
12; 1822, 10; 1823, 1; 1824,9; 1825, 4; 
1826, 16; 1827, 13; 1828, 10; 1829, 13; 
1830, 3; 1831, 13; 1832, 313; 1833, 16; 
1834, 42; 1835, 31. From 1836 Norway 
furnishes statistics of Norwegians exclusively 
as follows 1836, 200; 1837, 200; 
1838, 100; 1839, 400 ; 1840, 
300; 1841; 400; 1842, 700; 1843, 
1.600. From this time on the Nor- 
wegians came to America by the thousands 
every year, al means and conveniences 
for emigratimg in Norwegian vessels became 
thoroughly organized and systematized. The

As will partly be seen from the statistics 
which I have quoted. Norwegian immigra- 
‘tion did not amount to much before the year 
1836. In that year two ships brought im- 
— from Stavanger to New York. 
were the so-called Köhler briggs, the 
one named Norden (The North) and the 
other ** Den Norske Klippe” (The Norwegian 
Rock.) The Norden left Stavanger the 
first Wednesday after Pentecost in 1836, 
3 Williamson cOmmanding, and arrived 
in New Lork July, 12. My father, Bjorn An- 
derson, from the farm Quelve in Vigedal, 
north of Sta ange. my mother, and my two 
oldest brothers wer 5 on this ship.

From 
that time the stream of Norwegian immigra- 
tion gradually broadens, and a discussion of 
it does not come within the scope of this 
article. My investigation, so far as the actual 
immigration/is concerned, ends with the year 
1837. but so far as their destinies in the New 
World are affected I propose to watch their 
progress down to the year 1840, when we 
Shall find them loeated in half a dozen Nor- 
wegian settlements destined to become more 
or less prosperous.

Lars n returned to his native city, 
Stavanger, and there he with Elias d 
and Thomas and Metta Hille became the 
founders of the Society of Friends in Norway. 
This society still flourishes and today num- 
bers. about 200 adult members. first 
net meeting in Norway was held in Lars 

rson's house in 1816. He was nota mar- 
ried man at the time, but his deaf and dumb 
sister Sara kept house for him. At Christ- 
mas, in 1824, he married Martha Georgiana 
Persson, who was born Oct. 19, 1803, on 
Fogn, a small island near Stavanger. 


Many of the officials of that time in Nor- 


way were inclined to be arbitrary - and over- 


bearing, and all dissenters from the Lutheran 
Church, Which was the State religion, were 
more or less persecuted by those in authority. 
The persecution of the Quakers in particular 
is a dark chapter in the modern church histo- 
ry of Norway. Onacomplaint of the State 
minister the Sheriff would come and take the 
children by force from Quaker families and 
bring them to the minister to be baptized. 
Parents were compelled to have their chil- 
dren confirmed, and even the dead were ex- 
humed from their graves in order that they 
might be buried according to the Lutheran 
ritual. These cruel factsare perfectly authen- 
ticated, and there is notashadow of doubt 
that this disgraceful intolerance on the partof 
the officials in Norway, as in the case of the 
Puritans in England, was the cause of the 
first large exodus to America. The very fact 
that Norwegian emigration began in Stavan- 
ger County is evidence of the correctness of 
this view. Here it was Larson, Tastad, 
and Hille had founded a Quaker society. In 
Stavanger and the adjoining eountry many 

d been converted to the Quaker doctrine, 
and there were no Quakers in Norway out- 
side of Stavanger County. As in all lands 
and times emigration can often be traced to 
religious persecution. History repeats itself

tle company of emigrants sailed out of 
harbor of the ancient City of Stavanger. The 
company coftisistea of fifty-two persons, 
chiefly from Stavanger and from Tysver Par- 
ish, thentioned abeve. 
When they landed in New York at 10 
o’clock in the forenoon of the second Sunday 
in October (Oct. 9) they numbered fifty-three, 
Mrs. Lars Larson having given birth to a 
beautiful girl baby the second day of Septem- 
ber. Their foutteen weeks’ journey across 
the ocean was a romantig and perilous one. 
They passed through the Pritish Channel and 
after a few days they anchored ip a smal! har- 
bor named Lisett on the coast of England, 
where they remained until the next day. 
Here they began to sell liquor to the inhabi- 
‘tants, which was against the law, and 
when they perceived the dunger in 
which they had thus placed themselves 
they made haste to steer the little 
craft out upon the boundless ocean. 
They either must have lost their ra. or 
been looking for the trade winds, or the Cap- 
tain must have been ignorant of navigation, 
or the wind may have been against them, for 
when we next hear of them they had drifted 
so far south as to the Island of Madeira. 
Near Madeira they found a pipe of wine 
floating on the sea. It must have becn very 
old wine, for the cask in which it was con- 
tained was entirely covered with barnacles. 
Lars Larson got out in the yawl boat to fish 
it up, and while he was putting a rope around 
the pipe a shark came near biting his 
hand off. To celebrate this piece of 
good fortune both the offers and 
passengers had to taste of the delicious con-

in Norway, and the sloop Restaurationen left 
Norway in 1825 because Quakers were not 
permitted, unmolested, to worship God ac- 
cording to the dictates of their own con- 
science. Of course there were economic rea- 
sons also, and the emigrants hoped to better 
their material as well as their religious con- 
ditions. 

It should also be remembered that the com- 
mon folk in Norway were displeased with 
and suspicions of the officeholding class. 
There were many unprincipled officials, who 
exacted éxorbitant, not to say unlawful, fees 
for their services, and with such officials or- 
dinary politeness to the common man was 
out of the question. Thus poverty, op- 
pression on the part of the officials, and re- 
ligious persecution coéperated in turning the 
minds of the people in Stavanger County 
toward the land of freedom, equality, and 
abundance in the far West.

They came drifting into the 
harbor of Madeira without colors and without 
command. Here it was feared that they had 
some kind of contagious disease on board, and 
a German on the wharf cried out to them that 
if they did not wish to be greeted by the dan- 
non, already being aimed at them from the 
fortress, they had better hoist their colors at 
once, Thorstein Olson Bjodland, one of the 
party, who was for many years my neighbor 
in Wisconsin, frequently told me this story, 
and he always ciaimed that it was he who 
hunted up the Norwegian flag and with the 
assistance of others ran it up to the top of the 
mast, thus averting the danger. 

A couple of custom-house officials then 
came on board the sloop and made an in ves- 
tigation, finding everything im’ good order. 
Much attention was shown to the sloop party 
in Madeira. The American Consul increased 
their store of provisions, giving them also an 
abundance of groe pes, and before their de- 
parture he invited tne whole party to a mag- 
nificent dinner. They arrived in Madeira on 
a Thursday and left the following Sunday, 
July 31, and as they sailed out of the harbor 
the fortress fired a salute in their honor. 


Four weeks had passed since they left | 


Stavanger, and for ten long weeks more the 
little sloop had to contend with the storms 
and angry waves of the rough Atlantic.

In New York. quite a sensation was 
awakened by the fact that these Norwegians 
had ventured to cross the ocean iu so small a 
craft. Sucha thing had not been heard of 
before. Here they also got into trouble with 
the authorities oh account of having a larger 
cargo and a larger number of passengers than 
the American laws permit a ship of the 
size of the sluop to carry, and ia consequence 
of this violation of Uncle Sam's laws Capt. 
Lars Oison was arrested and the ship with its 
cargo was seized by the custom house author- 
ities in New York. The above named Knud 
Olson Eie remained in Norway until 1837, 
when he sailed to America in the ship Enig- 
heden, with Ole Thompson Eie, now living in 
Sheridan, La Salle County, III. 

But Kleng Peersson instead of coming in 
the sloop had again gone by the way of Goth- 
enborg and was already in New York ready 
to receive his friends. He had doubtiess 
found Quakers in New York who were pre- 
pared to give our Norwegian pilgrims a wel- 
come and such assistance as they most needed. 
I suppose the authorities in New York, partly 
in consideration of the ignorance and childish 
conduct of the sloop party and partly per- 
suaded oy the intercession of Quaker friends, 
decided to be merciful. The fact is the Cap- 
tain was released and the sloop and the cargo 
were restored to their owners. 

The Quakers in New York took a deep in- 
terest in these newcomers who were destitute 
of food and money. These friends gave many 
of them shelter under their own roofs and 
supplied them with money to relieve their 
most pressing needs. The Quakers showed 
themselves in this case,as everywhere in his. 
tory, to be friends indeed. Enough money 
was raised to pay their expenses, $6 for each, 
to the Town of Kendall, Orleans County N. 
V., where farms could be secured. In 1811 
a man by the name of Joseph Fellows had 
been appointed agent to sell a tract of land in 
Kendall. It seems that Mr. Fellows sug- 

the idea of locating these Norwegian 
mm nts on this land, and in this manner 
the first Norwegian settlement in America 


was founded. 


The Captain, Lars Olson, remained in New 
York, while the mate, Mr. Erikson, returned 
to Norway. The leader of the party, Lars 
Larson, also remained a few weeks 0 New 
York to dispose of the sloop, which he event: 

Having 
been a ship carpenter in Norway he removed 
with his wife and daughter to Ro ter, N.

Martha Jane has the great honor of being the 
first person of Norwegian descent to teach 
public school in America. She taught in New 
York State from 1849 to 1854, and in 1857 
she entered the public schools of Chicago as a 
teacher. 

One cf the sloop party, by name Ole John- 
son, went back to Norway in 1827, and re- 
turned in 1828, with a wife.

In the Town of Kendall, Orleans County, 
N. X., on the shores of Lake Ontario, land 
was sold to the Norwegians by Joseph Fel- 
lows at $5 per acre, but as they had no 
money to pay for it they agreed to re- 
deem it in ten annual iustallments. This 
land was heavily wooded and each head of a 
family and adult person purchased forty 
acres, During first year they suffered 
great privations. The clearing of the forests 
required hard work. They longed to get 
back to old Norway, but they had burnt the 
bridges behind them, and a return would be 
not only humiliating, but almost im- 

Benevolent neighbors helped 

and in course of time 

industry brought them its re- 

ward. As they did not reach New York be- 
fore the 9th of October, 1825, it was Novem- 
ber before they got settled in Kendall and the 
cold winter soon set in. The country there- 
abouts was but sparsely settled at that time 
and there was not much opportunity for get- 
ting employment or shelter. Twenty-four of 
them combined and put up a log house 


12212. with a garret. giving them just a 


square foot each on each floor. Crowded to- 
= in this little hut their patience must 

ave been taxed to the utmost, and only the 
hope of a brighter future could sustain 
them under such circumstances. In those 
days thrashing machines were not known, and 
these firet Norwegian settiers made their first 
littie earnings by thrashing out grain for the 
older American settlers with the flail. For 
this kind of work they got every eleventh 
bushel. The next year, 1826, they cleared 
oh an average two acres on each of their 
farms. On these they raised wheat, which 
gave them bread for their next winter’s sup- 
port. We get a glimpse of this first Nor- 
wegian settlement in America from a letter 
written in 1871 by B. Harvig, who came in 
the sloop. He says: After a long voyage 
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taken pains to ascertain who they were. By 
the aid of some of the survivors and various 
others who knew them, 1 believe Iam able to 
present a well-nigh perfect list. I hold the 
list subject to future revision and correction, 
but I do not think it will be found to contain 
any errors. Here it is:

Gudmund 
Haugaas was an educated man, and acted 
both as minister and physician for the first 
Norwegian emigrants, thus — the first 
Norwegian wao practiced medicine and 
the gospel in America in this 
country. He died a wealthy man in 
California. Five of this memorable 
Restaurationen party are still liv- 
ing—viz. : 1) Mrs. Sara T. Richey, a 
daughter of Oyen Thompson. She was born 
March 9, 1818, fourteen miles south of Sta- 
vanger, Norway, and now resides at Guthrie 
Center, Ia. (2) Mra, Inger Mitchell, born in 
Tysver Parish, Norway, 11, 1819. (8) 
Mrs, Martha Fellows, born in Tysver Parish, 
Norway, Sept. 27, 1823. Mrs. Fellows and 
Mrs, Mitchell are sisters and both daughters 
of Cornelius Nelson. Kieng Persson. was 
their mother’s brother. They both reside at 
Ottawa, III. (4) Mrs. Margaret Allen Atwa- 
ter, daughter of Lars Larson. She was born 
on the sloop Sept. 2.

we finally arrived safe in New York and went 
thence to this place in the forest. We were 
all poor and none of us could speak English. 

‘hen we arrived in Kendall the most of us 
became sick and discouraged. The timber 
was heavy and it took a long time betore we 
could raise enough to support us. I must 
confess that when we first arrived here we 
thought everything was wrong when it was 
not like what there was in Norway. But we 
soon found that there were good things even 
among pople who worshiped God in an an- 
other manner than we did, and we found that 
the difference was not so great after all. We 
get a more encouraging view from a 
letter written to Norway by Gjert Gre- 
goriason Hovland, in 1835, after he had lived 
there four years. Hoviand left Norway June 
24, 1831, and went by way of Gothenborg to 
New York, where he arrived Sept. 18, having 
been detained in Gothenborg several weeks. 
He bought fifty acres of landin the Kendall 
settlemeat and improved it for four years, 
when he sold it ata profit of $500. e is 
loud in his praises of American laws, equality, 
and liberty, as compared with the exturtions 
of the official aristocracy in Norway. He ad- 
vised ail who were able to emigrate to 
America, arguing that the Creator had not 
prohibited ‘man from locating where he 
pleased. Gjert Hoviand’s letters to Norway 
were transcribed in hundreds of copies and 
passed from house to house and from parish 
to parish, and many were in this way induced 
to emigrate. Hovland removed the same 
year, 1835, to Illinois, where he died at a 
very advanced age. In the Pioneer History 
of Orleans County, New York, by Arad 
Thomas, published in 1871. I find the follow- 
ing interesting notice of this first Norwegian 
settlement in America: 

About the year 1825 a company of Norwegian 
about fifty-two in number, settled on the aie 
shore in the northeast part of the town (Ken- 
dall). They came from Norway together and 
took up land in a body. They were an industri- 
ous, prudent, and worthy people, held in 
repute by plein that vicinity. After a few 
years they n to move a to join their 
countrymen, who had settled in Diinois, and but 
a few of that colony are still in Kendall. They 
thought it very important that every fam 
shouid have land a home their own.

bears a Norwegian name. She is the daugh- 
ter of Daniel Rassadal, and was half a year 
old when she embarked in the sloop. She 
now resides at Sheridan, La Salle Co., III. I 
am happy to be able to give portraits of the 
first four, but Mrs. Huida Olson still clings 
tenaciously to her Quaker faith and does not 
think it right to have a “graven image 
published of herself. It will be seen that all 
five survivors are women, and it is hardly nec- 
essary to add that they very reluctantiy gave 
me their portraits for publication in Tus 
Trispunse. The last survivor of the men was 
Nela Nelson, who was born July 4. 1800, and 
died in La Salle Co., III., Sept. 21, 1886, a 
little over 86 years old. His and his wife’s 
portraits are given. From 1825 to 1836 
there was but littleimmigration from Norway. 
There were as yet no regular emigration ves- 
sels. Those who did emigrate came by the 
way of Gothenborg, or Hamburg, or Havre, 
and the most of them joined the colony in 
Kendall, N. V. I have been able to trace a 
considerable number of these, and will give a 
couple of exampies. Gudmund Sandsberg, 
an educated Norwegian, came to New York 
in 1829. His daughter married a Mr. 
Mitchell, brother-in-law of Mrs. Inger 
Mitchell, and her son, Mr. M. B. 
Mitchell, now owns a cigar factory in 
Ottawa, III. Ole Oleson also came from 
Norway in 1829. He went to Kendall 

thence to Niagara Falls, where 

he married a Miss Chamberlain, and worked 
in a paper mill. Mrs. Inger Mitchell informed 
me she lived with his family at * — 
Falls one year. Ole Oleson finally came West 
and sett! in La Salle County, and his son, 
Porter C.Oleson, beeame Captain of Com 
Fand afterwards Colonel of the Thirty-six 
Regiment, Illinois volunteers. He was struck 
by a musket ball, which entered his breast 
and d through his body in the region of 
the rt, in the bloody battle of Franklin, 
Tenn., Nov. 30, 1864, and he died almost in- 
stantly, his last words being O, help me 
Lord.” 


Of course, a lot of letters were written to 
relatives and friends in Norway and these 
were read by hundreds who were anxious to 
better their fortunes.

The Beaver Creek settlement is generally 
regarded as the third Norwegian settlement 
in America; but Hans Vaido, who was born 
Oct. 18, 1813, and still lives in Newburg, 
Minn., where he located in 1853, and who 
came to America in 1837, informs me that 
he went at once, in 1837, to a small Nor- 
wegian settlement in Adrian, Miuch., 
where he found Ingbret Ingbretson 
Narvig and several others who had 
lived there a whole year. This man Narvig 
may safely be regarded as the first Norwegian 
to settie in Michigan. The little Adrian set- 
tlement became entirely Americanized and 
has been almost forgotten; but if it is to be 
counted, it bears the date 1836, and takes 
rank as the third, makmg Beaver Creek the 
fourth. Kleng Persson was a restless fellow, 
The records show that he bought land in La 
Salle County, but he did not settle on it. 
He simply purchased it for some of 
his relatives. He did not care to work, 
but got his ijiving by visiting among his 
relatives and friends. e looked upon him- 
self as the pathfinder and father of Norwegian 
immigration.

PLE thiuk more about burglars 
in the winter season than they do 
a} any other time. The only rea. 
ble explanation of this seems 
| be that in the long period be- 
tween the first snowfall and spring the burg- 
lar thinks most about them. In the winter, 
to be sure, windows and doors are lovked and 
bolted, while in the summer the heat makes 
it necessary to leave them open more or less.

This story is quite good enough to be fic- 
titious, as is also another of the American 
railway manager who, upon hearing noises 
down-staire in the night at his suburban resi- 
dence, deséends in his dressing-gown and 
finds three men sittin, at his dining-room ta- 
ble drinking his choicest wine and smoking 
his best cigars. The tnanager coughs defer- 
entially as he enters. 

“Ahem, burglurs, I presume.“ 

One of the men, a low-browed creature, is 
about to fire when he is stopped by his com- 
panions, both of whom turn out to be college 
graduates. The manager accepte an invita 
tion to be seated, receives one of his own 
cigars with thanks, but declines the wine, and 
starts the conversation on the merits of burg- 
lary as a profession, maintaining that equal 
talent and equal industry if applied in some 
lawfal calling would br much greater re- 
turns. The two young collegians—the fourth 
members of the company is ignored in the 
conversation—defend the honor of their pro- 
fession with becoming warinth in arguments 
freely sprinkled with ‘liberal quotations from 
Horace and other persons about whom burg- 
lars are not supposed to know anything, and 
so matters run along until suddenly a dozen 
policemen burst into the room, and the three 
men are securely handcuffed and led away, 
while the manager sums up his case against 
oie burgling profession and bids them good 
night. 


This sounds improbable enough, perhaps, 
but a couple of burglars were arrested in the 
su»urbs of Chicago—probably it was Oak 
Park—not so long ago, under circumstances 
almost precisely like those described. The 
master of the house thought he heard bur- 
giars in the house, reconnoitered until he 
became convinced of it, and then having 
quietly telephoned for the police, went down- 
stairs and engaged the men in an entertaini 
conversation until the patrol wagon arriv 
and they were taken in. 


That burglars are frequently men of su- 
perior education is a well-established fact. It 
takes a man with wits and highly developed 
wits at that (just as the railroad manager in- 
sisted) to achieve any decent success as a 
burglar. The gentleman who is known in 
crtminal annals as Handy Andy and who 
had a brilliant career in this town some 
twenty odds years ago was a housebreaker of 
the educated type. He used frequently, when 
making a professional call, to spend 
a pleasant half hour in the library 
reading such books as he happened 
to fancy and making annotations in the mar- 
gin. Agentieman on the North Side treas- 
ures highly a volume of this sort. It is a 
copy of Shakespeare in which Mr. Andy wrote 
along the margin of the scene in the Mer- 
chant of Venice, describing the robbery of 
Shylock by his daughter Jessica : 

“This act toward an old father, who, what- 
ever his faults, had none so iaras his daughter 
was concerned, always seemed to me most 
shameful. Yet several Christian generations 
have commended her for it.“ 

This interesting piece of literary criticism 
Handy left in lieu of certain family plate, a 
couple of gold watches, and a box of jewels, 
which he took me on the occasion of his 
visit.

„ Burglars as a rule are vain folk and 
afford a strong relation between vanity and 
crime. The burglar loves to exploit himself 
and to be exploited. When a paper prints an 
account of a burglary, no matter how emall 
or how large, itis safe to say that it an 
increased circulation of at least one the next 
morning. 

Handy was inordinately vain of his unques- 
tioned accomplishments asa burglar and it 
was this vanity which Was finally his undo- 
ing: He took to writing advanve notices to

He robbed house 
after house in this way. He had two or three 
confederates. but he did all the most difficult 
parts of the work himself, never leaving for 
these journeymen any task which required 
the fine touch of a practiced hand. More 
than once he robbed houses where there were 
a couple of policemen on the premises watch- 
ing for him. On one occasion two policemen 
were watching a house which had been desig-

He was 
moved to tears by the perusal and expressed

fered to make her some amends by creating 


her a Duchess, but she replied that she did not 


wish for any rank, that she had borne through 
life the name of Mrs. Fitzherbert and had 
done nothing to disgrace it. She was ad- 
mitted to the private family circle of King 
William and Queen Adelaide, and always, 
when they staid at Brighton, where she lived, 
attended their small Sunday parties. She 
destroyed all her papers, except a few docu- 
ments which she sealed up, and which now lie 
unopened in the bank of Messrs. Coutts in 
Londou.
